‘Tae news received last Thursday by 
telegraph, that the Privy Council has 
dismissed Mr. Inice’s appeal in the cele~ 
brated foreshore case, and confirmed 


very gratifying to all who desire to see 
the constitution of the Settlement, as 
embodied in the successive sets of Land 
Regulations, firmly established. For 
years the opinion of Sir James Stephen 
that the 1854 Regulations were ultra 
vires has hung like a cloud over the 
Settlement. It has been admitted that 
the subsequent Order in Council, and 
the express confirmation by the Secre- 
tary of State obtained in 1881, gave 
snfficient authority to the Regalations 
of 1869-70, under which the Manicip- 
ality is working until the new regula- 
tions passed five years ago are ratified: 
but it was under the Regalations of 
1854 that Mr. Ince was called upon to 
surrender his “beach-ground” or “fore- 
shore,” and all doubts on them are now 
set at rest by the recent decision of the 
highest Court of Appeal. Mr. Ince could 
not deny that the Regulations which he 
contended did not apply to him, have 
been constantly and consistently upheld 
in successive cases in the British Su- 
premo Court and the American Consa- 
lav Court, and Sir Richard Rennie only 
adopted the ralings of his predecessors 
in declaring for their validity ; and it is 
a good thing for us all that the Privy 
Council has found that Sir Richard was 
right in declining to re-open the ques- 
tion “ on behalf of an owner of property, 
who, having purchased the property 
with fall knowledge that the Land Re- 
gulations in question profess to affix 
cortain restrictiors upon the rights of 
riparian proprietors, now asks the Court 
upon a bare technicality to hold that 
neither he nor his property are bound 
by those Regulations,” 

It will be remembered by our readers 
that at the trial of the case of “Thor. 
burn v. Ince,” much was made of an 
old Chinese map in which certain dock- 
yards or workshops were shown, which 
the defendant held were somewhere 
near his land, and were ontside the 
original limits of the Settlement, A 
certain piece of ground, known as the 
Li Chia Chang was specially mentioned 
as being the northern boundary of the 
Settlement, and strenuous attempts 
were made to identify these “Li Family 
Workshops,” in order that it might be 
shown that Mr. Ince’s ground was not 
subject to the Land Regulations at all.

Mr, Kingsmill identified a character on 





the Chinese map which he said he 
thought might be ‘Li;’ but Mr. Giles 
and Mr. Parker said that the character 
in question was slik. Tho question 
has been since informally set at rest by 
Sir Walter Medburst. The Li Chia 
Chang were on the Huangpu not on 
the Soochow Creek at all, just north of 
the Peking Road, where the house of 
Messrs. Siemssen & Co., and the Com- 
ptoir d’Escompte now stand, When 
the first Consul here, Mr. Balfour, fixed 
the limits of the Settlement, the Li 
family refused to hand over their pro- 
perty, and instead of pressing the mattor 
at once, Mr. Balfour decided to leave 
themalonefor the time, and make the pre- 
sent Peking Road the northern bound- 
ary of the new Settlement. He, how- 
ever, kept a steady pressure on the Lis 
and on the Tao-t‘ai, and before long the 
almighty dollar prevailed, the Li family 
consented to sell out, and the whole 
piece of ground bounded by the Peking 
Road, the Upper Yuen-ming-yuen Road, 
the Huangpu, and the Soochow Creek, 
was made the British Consular lot, and 
the Soochow Creek wasmade, what it has 
ever since been, the northern boundary 
of the so-called British Settlement, The 
discussion on the boundaries was not 
really relevant to the qnostion, as Mr. 
Ince had not merely frequently admitted 
that bis land was in the Settlement, by 
formally asking for 8 remission of taxa- 
tion, but had distinctly termed the very 
piece in dispute by the much debated 
words used in the Regulations, “ fore 
shore” and “beach ground.” Ib ap- 
pears from Sir Walter Medburst’s recent 
letter that the very term “beach 
ground” was invented, or first used, by 
Consul Balfour to express the land 
between bigh and low water mark, in 
tended by the Regulations to be sur- 
rendered. There has been an im- 
pression that bad Sir Walter Medburst 
been called as a witness, his evidence 
would have been in favour of Mr, - 
Ince; bat not only does the letter 
we have already referred to con. 
tradict this supposition ; there is, far- 
ther, the advertisement inserted by 
himself in the North-China Herald in 
September, 1862, when the land conti- 
guous to Mr. Ince’s, on which the Hall 
and Holtz Furniture Factory, and the 
Church Missionary Society’s School now 
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stand, was sold by auction. ‘That ad- 
yertisement stated in so many words 
that the bench land in frout of this 
lot would be given over to the purchaser 
subject to the usual conditions of land 
surrendered to public service in accord- 
ance with the land regulations”; and 
we have always wondered why this 
advertisement was not put in evidence: 
it would have gone far to show what 
was meant by “ bench-ground,” and 
would have confirmed the opinion that 
the land on the Soochow Creek is within 
the Settlement. 

Now that the Ince question is settled, 
we trast that the Council will take in 
hand without delay the whole foreshore 
on the Soochow Road. Tt is in a more 
disgraceful stato than the Band was in 
1879. As long as the Ince case was 
undecided, successive Conncils have 
been unwilling to interfere with the 
squatters on the foreshore; and it is 
accordingly covered with sheds and 
godowns and building materials of all 
Kinds, We know by experience that if 
obstructions of this kind are allowed on 
the foreshore, it sills up very rapidly ; 
a state of things very gratifying to the 
riparian owners, who see what they 
claim to be their Jand gaining in aren 
rapidly; but of no advantage to the 
community in general. In the last fow 
yenrs the Soochow Creck between the 
bridges has narrowed most notably, 
and the only way to check this rapid 
degeneration of this important water- 
way, is to clear all these obstructions 
off the foreshore. Before long we 
may bopo to sce the unhappy “beach 
ground” raised and turfed, as was 
done with the Band foreshore six yenrs 
ago, aud a great addition will be 
made to the beauty of the Settlement, 
when it is, as it no doubt will bo in 
time, converted into gardens. As long 
as it was unsettled whether this debate- 
able Iand bad to be surrendered to 
public use or not, the Council coulé 
neither clear off the squatters, nor im- 
prove it; but the recent decision of the 
Privy Council has so strengthened the 
Council’s hands that we may hope to 
seo the regulation avd improvement of 
this eyesore undertaken without delay. 
A.great mistake was made by the 1881 
Council when they submitted to an 
junction, and paid Mr. Ince’s costs and 
allowed him without objection to bund 
his property. The last Coancil have 
happily retrieved this mistake, and the 
jndgment they have now obtained from 
the Privy Council will be a turning- 
point in the history of the Settlement.

THE “POSITIVE” POLITICAL CREED. 
Tae Address of Mr, Frederic Harrison 
to the Positivist Society on last new 
year’s day is, like everything from him, 
pointed and dogmatic, He is oue of 
the most brilliant of modern English 
writers, aud hisstyle, which is especially 
good for fighting, makes his contribu- 
tions to the discussion of political affairs 
very attractive, His opinions on these 
Tie ‘away from those of the ordinary 
Englishman ; he holds, as all his school 
do, peculiar views ou the duties of the 
Government, and on the manner in 
which these should be applied in the 
rolatious of his country to the rest of 
the world, He would have us go on 
making ourselves better, which is of 
course an admirable aim for nations as 
weil as individuals, opting the 
doctrines of the Positivist oreed, and 
displaying ils virtues in our walk and 
conversation, until our example has 
permeated tho rest of the world with 
the sense of our excellences, aud all 
men and people shall have become even 
as he would have us, The English 
Positiviata retain M. Comte’s argu. 
ment—to use a somewhat old-fashioned 
word formerly prefixed to epics aud 
other works of imagivation—which 
thoy entitle the Worship of Humanity. 
‘This Las always been tho lamest portion 
of the Positivist teaching, at loas| 
England, aud therefore we are not sur 
prized to find in the account of Mr, 
Harrisou’s last discourse, that the re- 
forouces he mado to it wore “explanatory 
in form aud almost apologetic in tone.” 
‘The commemoration of good meu by 
pilgrimages to the places where they 
lived and died was instituted among 
Positiviste last yenr, aud Mr, Harrison 
says that they found their spirits kindled 
thereby, But, unless the surrender 
of private opinion on the merits of the 
docensed grent, is a part of the oreed, 
the practice of obtaining “spiritual 
harmonies” by visiting the places with 
which their memories are connected, 
may lead to the Positive Churoh split- 
ting into soots by and by. People may 
bo agreed as to tho merits of Shake. 
sapere, but there is a good deal of differ- 
erice of opinion about Milton aud 
Cromwell, two of the names mentioned 
by Mr, Harrison, while it is uot easy 
to imagine devotees having spiritual 
kindlinge.at the Shrine of Confucius, 
another worthy in the Positivist elect. 

But the address was mainly occupied 
with political matters. Positivists can, 
Mr. Harrison says, be of both our 
parties ; their watchword, “ Order and 
Progress,” shows their affinity with 
them. They are vitally distinguished 
from other politicians by the recogni- 




































tion of what their Master called the | 


“spiritual power” in politics, which 
Mr. Harrison snid might best be 
translated as “moral force.” Proceed- 
ing from that defivition Mr. Harrison 
showed that England was uow a pure 
democracy, the aristocratic republic had 
collapsed nud the democratic republic 











had been installed, without any of those 
organic resources for stable government 
which exiat elsewhere. There remai 

the Crown, the Lords, and the Privy 
Council, but these in his view are as 
impotent as Gog and Magog. Bat Mr. 
Harrison omits to take into account the 
characteristic love of compromise in 
political aifairs 
lish people. It is true that there ia no 
written English constitution, as Mr. 

















8, or as those which 
have liad their day and ceased to be in 
France, but the spirit of it influences 
the common political action of all 
Englishmen, It is also true that 
the last Reform Bill handed over an 
immense deal of political power to 
uninstructed people; but, as we saw at 
the General Elect the sober-minded 
middle classes, and the working men in 
cities and towns who have politioally 
educated themselves since they were 
admitted to the franchise, acted as a 
check upon the ill-informed country 
labourers. In a few years the latter 
will boas the workmen in towns are now, 
better instructed in politics, and able to 
take a fairer and therefore a wiser view 
of the questions submitted to their votes, 
Nevertheless, there is great forcein what 
Mr, Harrison says about the absence 
of a strong execative, apart from the 
popular Chamber which uow makes 
and anmakes ministries and attempts to 
administer tho affairs of a vast empire. 
Ho quotes Professor Dicey aud Sir 
H. Maine who both agree that the 
reformed House of Commons is the 
most absolute government seen in Ea- 
ropo since 1793. In his desire for 
an efficient check on the House of 
Commons Mr, Harrison agrees with 
several eminent Tory Statesmen of 
tho present day, and something of the 
kind will probably be coustruoted by 
changes in the constitution of the 
Lords, Afterdealing with the attitude 
of Posi m to the new state of affairs 
in England, Mr, Harrisou said that his 
creed forbade all government by force, 
whether by the Government of one 
nation by another by foror, or by the 
wisest—what Mill called a Pedanto- 

bat he adopted a third al. 
the trae solution—nam 
ly, the goverument by competent per 
sous, with the consent of the governed, 
and the intelligent co-operation of t 
whole body. “The government by 
competent persons” was the root idea of 
the Constitution of 1688, to which the 
reformers of 1832 added—“ not without 
the consent of the governed.” This is 
wise and admirable, bat we have 



































; gone beyond it; and it will be a 


lovg time before a majority of the 
English people can be induced to ree 
trace their steps. Me, Harrison's pre- 
ferred alternative closely resembles 
Tory Democracy, as propounded by some 
of the present Opposition. Those who

Before the commnnioa- 
tions with Peking are again iu full 
swing, by the opening of the Peiko, 
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the Chamber will be able to consider 
end put into shape whatever represen. 
tations to the foreign Ministers may 
be necessary, But we hope theré will 
be uo occasion for these, ‘I'he Consuls 
will, we suppose, be requested to place 
before the ‘Taotai the necessity of his 
using the fino dredger the Anding to 
deepen the Bar, Aud as this is a mutter 
that injurionsly affects the commercial 
interests of all foreigners, we cannot 
doubt that the Consuls will use strewuvus 
and urgent efforts to induce him to 
take action at once and effectually. 
‘The continued obstruction of the river 
to vessels of largo size involves, it 
ie needless to say, an additional aud 
altogether wasteful expense, ‘This, in 
the long run, lias to be borne by mer- 
chante, by those who import or export 
goods. Thoro is also delay, aud a cer- 
tain risk from vessels being obliged to 
remain at auchor outside, A reference 
to our shipping intelligence daring the 
last year aud down to date will show how 
many vessels have been and are obliged 
to remain at anchor outside Woosung 
because they cannot pass over the Bar. 
Some steamers aro unable to come 
within the harbour limits at all; the Pen- 
inoular and Orieutal Company's Thames, 
whioh carried away the Inst English 
inil, was a recent iustauce of this, She 
nover came into port ; Ler iuward cargo 
was brought here by lighters aud her 
outward taken away in tho same man. 
ver. ‘Those mail stermers for Europe 
which cau come up to the anchorage, 
or to the wharves in Shanghai, have 
to leave on their outward voyages 
somotiines days before the time fixed 
for Useie depastare, in order to cateb 
a high tide on the Bar.

‘THE BEGINNING OF THE OVERLAND ROUTE. 
‘Tas beginuings of what has become a 
great inflaence in the world are always 
interesting. Aud steam communica: 
tion between the East and other 
parts of the world has grown to 
such large proportions, that the views 
and Lopes of those who first pros 
posed it are worth the recall The 
opinions of tho experienced mon of 
the past which we shall refer to, show 
how little those who took this matter 
in baud knew what they were doing. 
Nor were those who opposed them 
any wiser. Lieutenant Waghorn bad 
formed a company in London to carry 
out bis acheme of conveying mails and 
passengers to India by what bas since 
been known as the Overland Route; 
and as a subsidy was required from the 
Post Office, a Committee of the Honse 
of Commons was appoiuted on the 10th 
of June, 1887, to take evidence and 
report tho result of their investigations, 
as well as their opinion on the subject. 
This Committee was chiefly composed 
of merchants, and was in every way 
excellently constituted for the purpose. 
Lieutenant Waghorn gave in a ait. 
ten communication, in which the esseutial 
points of his schewe were embodied, 
As long as a good understanding existed 
between England and France, he con. 
sidered that the route by Marseilles 
would be the quickest and best. The 
mails and passengers would be carried 
to Alexandria by the steamers then ply- 
ing ou the Mediterranean, and would bo 
traveported on camels across the desert 
to Saez, just as tho rich goods of the 
East had been borne for more than 
two centuries, Coals for the steamers 
on the Red Sea woald be taken 
through Egypt in the same way, 
On the Red Sea side of the Isthmus 
there should bo two steamers of 550 
tons constantly plying between Suez 
and Mocha, and a third in reserve at 
the Intter port, in case of a breakdown 
in the others, Three steamere of 850 
tons should run between Mocha and 
Calcutta, touching at Socotra for fuel, 
and anchoring for a certain time at 
‘Trincomalee and Madras, Another 
steamer of 850 tons should lic 
ordinary at Socotra, and at the service 
of the Bombay Government, to be used 
in any way it should think fit, ‘ho 
voyage from Bombay to Mocha should 
not be attempted between the 15th of 
May and the 15th of September, aud 
Mocha should be the graud depot for 
fuel and stores, Sucli was the outline 
of Lieutenant Waghorn’s scheme for 
providing rapid and complete com. 
munication between England and India, 
A Lientenaut Welstead, whose experi- 
ence in the Enst extended over many 
years, objected to the selection -of Mo. 
cha as a depot, because for uiue mouths 
of tho year the south-west monsoon 
blows there with such violence that 
communication with the shore is im- 
possible, and the roadstend is au open 
one. It had been suggested to the Com- 
mittee (hat a station for the steamers

assumed, ho said, that ten steamers 
would be # proper establishment for a 
comprehensive plan of lines between 
Calcutta aud Bombay and Sues, calling 
at Socotra, aud Aden, The Calontta 
steamers on their homeward voyages 
should not go beyond Galle; the 
steamer from Galle should be changed 
at Socotra aud the Socotra steamor at 
Kamaran, These frequont changes 
were, his Lordship did not doubt, ne- 
cessary, as the steamers could not travel 
longer distances at one lime; and this 
opinion was founded on statements 
made to Lim by people of experiouce, 
who were well acquainted with the 
ocean-going qualifications of steam.

The (ekin upon opium, tes, aud camphor 
throughout Formosa was farmed out to 
merchants under arrangements made by 
Chang Méng-yiian, a former Taotai, when 
he touk over office, and Chang ‘Méug- 
yiian being a man of honest and spotless 
character, not a jot of the receipts ever 
adhered to his fingers, but it has come to 
the Memorialist’s ears that since Liu Ao 
took over the office he has annually appro- 
priated to his own uses some $30,000 from 
opium likin, and $10,000 from tea aud cam- 
phor, over sud above the regular duti 










































It is, therefore, since Liu Ao arrived that 








frauds have been perpetrated in the Ui 
revenue department. * 

As regards coal-mining enterprise in 
Northern Formosa, this has never paid, 
owing to the want of competent men to 
manage the matter, The monthly expettdi 
ture in connection with the mines used, th 
Memorialist is informed, to bo from “Ts, 
4,000toTls.5,000, butsince Liu Ao tookover 
the management of the concern it has risen 
to Tis. 6,000 or is. ¥,000, and, later to 
Tis. 8,000, showing that the waste has in- 
creased since the management came into 
his hands. 

It was the duty of Lin Ao, in his local 
Ofiicial capacity to exerci 
lance over his staff of officers and to secur 
the peace and prosperity of the people, 
but the Memorialist learns that he appor- 
tioned appointments to the highest bidder, 
giving the most lucrative ones to those who 
paid him best and following these tempo- 
rary appoiutments up by preferment to 
to substantive posts, high and low; in 
short, taking part in aw 
dishonesty that had 4 
sole end und object, le 
attention to administrative busine:

the eoufusion and demoralisation in the

pockets, thereby enriching himself to the 
extent of Tis.

alluded to to everyone he met, but none the 
less he hushed up and bore with, being 
unwilling to expose him outright. Liu 
Ao, when he found he had a 
decane more despotic than 
lowed his own bent 

lightest apprehe or 
‘He publiahed in book form all the persona 
recriminations which had been indulged in 
in the correspondence between HoChingand 
himself, in order to.manifest the Governor- 
Generals’ shortcomings, and he distributed 
this book through all the provinces. 

During the twelve months that the 
‘Momorialist has been in Formosa the 
‘Lao-t'ai has never once asked | 
tions or awaited the Memorialist’s endorse- 
ments upon his reports in the conduct of 
any matters in Formosa, such as the en- 
listment of irregulars, the expenditure of 
public monies, the appointment of officers 
for special duty, or the temporary filling up 
of vacancies, aud whenever the Memorialist 
object to anything, he pai 
ion whatever to his objections, 
In the month of November last year he 
addressed a Memorial in his own uame to 
the Throne in which he referred to hi 
self as haying been directed by Imperial 
Command to deal with the defeuces of 
Southern Formosa, implying thereby that 
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Police Force, in consequeuce of the resola- 
tion passed by the Ratepayers, authorizing 
the Council to abandon the Pension Scheme, 
aud to substitute for it a system of deferred 
additional pay. 

Inspection of Police Force, Barracks,

Aftor a spell of rest so long that many 
feared the old Amateur Dramatic Club, 
who have for years coutributed so much to 
the amusement of dwellers in the Model | 
was a thing of the past, the! 

inbera of the Society at length awoke a 
ir apathy, and de- | 

voted thomselros with all their old euergy 
to the production of a burlesque which 
was to eclipse in splendour and fun all 
that had preceded it. The announcement 
of @ burleeque by the A.D.C. is always 
certain to attract a good house, because 
people know that whatever else may be 
lacking there is sure to be a plentiful 
supply of good-humourvd fun at the 
expense of local celebrities and familiar 
figures in the Settlement. No one is safe 
from the irreverent attacks of the young 
Thespians ; and the piquaney of the jokes 
is increased by the fact that in nino cases 
out of ten the objects against whom the 
raillery is directed have to ait still and 
appear to enjoy their own discomfture. 
Within a few minutes of the subscription 
list for Thursday ’s performance 
being opened, every seat in the Theatro 
which could be booked had been bespoken ; 
and so great was tho demand for tickets 
that even before the success of the first per- 
formance had been assured, its repetition 
was decided upon. Ou the evening uf the 
entertainment, nut merely every seat, but 
aimost every inch of staudiug room in the 
theatre was ocenpied ; and the performers 



















































“Orpheus and Euryilice,” the old Greek 
story of the young poet and musician who 
descended into the infernal regions in 
search of his lost bride, admirably adapts 
itself to purposes of burlesque ; aud tho 
practised haud of the late Henry J. Byron 
made the most of a capital subject, Little 
more, however, than the form of Byron's 
play ‘and the sequence of its iacid- 
ents remained in the piece as it was per- 
formed on ‘Thursday. So crammed was it 
was local allusions, and shafts of satire 
good, bad, or indifferent, aimed at local 
lustitutions and celebrities, that but little 
of the original dialogue remained, Modern 
buclesques as a rule depend for their suc- 
cess more on the display of feminine charms 
and graces, on pretty scenery, lively music 
and brilliant dresses than on any literary 
or dramatic merit in the plays themselves ;

appeared to compensate in the eyes of most 
tf tie nudivnge for the uvavoldable deficien 
cies of the actors in other ways, Someof the 
songs, to the composition of which Ivcal 
talent had been directed, were exceedingly 
well written, and effectively rendered ; not- 
ably so The Symma’s Progress,” 
by Mr, Super as Pluto, and ina 
degree the duet “Dy you think 
delivered by Me. Super and Mr, Eyre. 
Some of the lucal hite which ba been in- 
troduced were rather feeble, and others 
appeared pointless, except to the few in- 
itiated ones ; but mauy were very happily

Soon after. his 
ontrance, he is joined by his charming 
wife Eurydico, aud with the arrival of 
Aristawns, whose cov 
the young bride oces 
all the subsequent troubles, the plot of 
the piece begins. ‘Tho atory of the death 
of Eurydicy «nd her husband's expedition 
to the realms of Pluto to regain. p 
session of her is followed pretty closely 
in Byron's burlesque, though of coures 
the denouement, in’ which the young 
husbend loses his wifo again after obtain- 
ing Piuto's permission to take her back 
to the land of the living, is changed 
to a happier ing. ‘The firat act 
closes on the banks of the Styx, which 
Kurydice has just crossed in Charou’s ferry 
d tlle second opena in “Pluto's 
Drawing {toom,” We are introduced 
to the three Judges of the Courts of Hades, 
Rhadamanthus, Minos and Zeus.

Or it may be that these 
villains persuade a man out of employment 
to go with them to a place where large 
wages can be obtained, ‘They feed him on 
the road, and in other ways make him feel 
his obligation to them, aud then his wages 
aro advanced and carried off as in the case 
of sho gambling debt. 

Work in the mines is doue by the job, 
not by the day, as is algo the case in the 
‘oval mines of America ; the main reason, we 
suppose, being that as exch mau ia off in 
little nook by himsetf and uot under the 
eyes of an overseer, little work would be 
obtained otherwise. Every man receives 80 
much for a huudred or a thousand catties, 
or whatever the standard of measure may 
be, Asa consequence, the wages which a; 
man can enrn aometimes iu a day, if he 
very diligent and finds mining’ easy, is 
very large, It ia the same in Americs, 
‘The wages aro high to induce men to work, | 
otherwine uo one would engage in euch a | 
hard, galling service in a dark unhealthy |

physicians in attendance. ‘The disease com- 
menced with a slight derangement of the 
digestion, with a poor appetite, followed 
bya peculiar indescribable distress in the 
stomach, a feeling that has been described 
as a faint ‘‘all gone” sensation, a sticky 
slime collecting about the tecth, causing a 
disagreeable taste, especially in the morning. 
This sensation was not removed by food, 
‘but on the contrary, it was inereased, The 
eyes then became tinged with yellow, and 
were sunken.

Board. The operation consisted in lying 
open the cavity of the abdomen and expos- 
ing the stomach, bowels, liver, and pancreas. 
When this had been done, an examination 
of the organs was make, but, to the horror 
and dismay of the doctors, there was no 
cancer to be found.
